‘ y A NINI was born at Taurifano in A- 
pulia, of ‘fobm Baptift Vanini, Gover- 
nor of Ca/tro di Minerva, and of Bea- 

trix Lopez, de Noquera. His Chriftian Name 

was Lucilio, which he changed afterwards into 
that of Fuliws Cefar. He difcover'd an excel- 

lent Genius from his early Years, and was a 

very promifing Youth. After he had applied 

himfelf to Aristotle's Philofophy at his Father's, 
he was fent to Naples, where he learn’d Natu- 
ral Philofophy , Phyfick, Divinity, and the 

Civil Law. From Naples he removed to Pa- 

dua, where he led a very fober Life, being 

wholly intent upon his Studies, He took great 

Delight in Reading the Books of Cardan and 

Pomponatius. ° Having left the Univerfity of 

Padua, he travell'd into Germany, Bobemia, and 

the Low Countries, and repair'd to Lyons by the 


way of Geneva. He was forced to leave that 
City on account of Henry Sylvius his great E- 
nemy , and to fly into England; where he was 
for fome time a Prifoner in the Year 1614. 
Vanini {fays, he was imprifon’d for his Religion ; 
but M. Schramm afcribes his Confinement to 
fome Attempt againft the Stace. Being fer at 
Liberty, he retir'd to Genoa, where he taughe 
Philofophy for fome time with great Applaufe. 
He recommended above all things the Reading 
of Averroes ; an Author, who is commonly 
look’d upon as an Enemy to all Religion, and 
who denied the Immortality of the Soul. Va- 
nini, who lov'da rambling Life, and did not 
think it fafe to ftay long in any Place, ha- 
ving left Genoz, went again to Lyons, and then 
return’d into Italy ; where being accufed of 
having fpread fome Atheiftical Doétrines , he 
fled into France, and retir'd to Paris. We fhall 
fee hereafter , that he came afterwards to Tou- 
loufe, where he was burnt for Atheifm. 

The Author proceeds to give us an Account 
of the Books written by Vanini. He compofed 
in his Youth fome Pieces concerning Phyfick 
and Natural Philofophy ; anda Traé concern- 
ing True Wifdom, and the Contempt of Glo- 
ry ; wherein he oppofes thofe Atheifts, who 
faid that Chrilt died thro’ a Principle of Vain 
Glory. He alfo writ an Aftronomical Book, 
printed at Strasburg. He difputes againft the 
Atheifts in all thofe Books ; but M. Schramm ob- 
ferves, that he often does it prepofteroufly and 
fuperficially, He adds, that Vanini attacks the 
Atheifts, particularly in his Theological Trad. 
Thus, in his Apology for the Mofaical and the 
Chriftian Law, againft Philofophers, Aftrono- 
mers and Politicians, he refutes thofe, who 
pretend that the Paffage of the I/raelites thro’ 
the Red Sea was not Miraculous ; and Cardan, 
who had wrong Notions of the Immortality of 
the Soul. He alfo writ an Apology for the 
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Council of Trent. As for his Ampbhitheatrum 
e#terne Providentia, publifh’d at Lyons in 1615, 
with Licenfe ; M. Schramm tells us that Vanini 
pretends to attack, in that Book, _ the Atheifts 
and other Enemies of the Chriftian Religion, 
tho’ he himfelf was an Enemy to it. He adds, 
that this Book is a Mixture of Good and Bad 
Things, becaufe Vanini became an Atheift only 
by Degrees. He further obferves that though 
Vanini defires the Readers, at the end of thar 
Piece, to mend or ftrike out whatever is wrong, 
he lies ftill under fome Sufpicion ; not only be- 
caufe his Arguments for Religion are weak, 
but alfo becaufe he declares that he dares not 
{peak his Mind for fear of the Inquifition. Our 
Author obferves in the laft Place, that Vanini 
took from Fulius Cafar Scaliger the beft things 
contain’d inthat Book,and that he never quotes 
him but under the ambiguous Name of jfulins 
Cefar , which was alfo the Chriftian Name he 
took in his Books. The laft Piece publifh’d by 
Vanini is entitled, De admirandjs Nutura Regine 
Deeque mortalium arcanis. It was printed at Pa- 
ris in the Year 1616 with Licenfe, and the Ap- 
probation of Two Dodétors of the Faculty of 
Theology ; but ic was burnt afterwards. M. 
Schramm, fays, that Vanini , the better to con- 
ceal bis pernicious Do@rine, writ that Book by 
way of Dialogue: A Scholar, call'd Alexander, 
and Fuliws Cafar his Matter , are the Interlocu- 
tors. The latter declares that the Arguments 
of the Atheilts are fo ftrong, that he would be 
of their Opinion , if he was not a Chriftian. 
He propofes their Reafons, without an{wering 
them, pretending that he has done it in other 
Books: Which is not true. Laftly, he direly 
attacks the Chriltian Religion, either in earnett 
or in a jetting way. Our Author alledges fe- 
veral Paflages out of this Piece to proye his 
Affertion. 

Vanini was at Toulowfe in the Year 1619. Be- 
ing accufed of Corrupting the Youth by his 
pernicious Dodrine, he was apprehended: 
But he protefted that he was a good Catho- 
lick ; and the Evidence not being clear againft 
him, the Judges were ready to acquit him. 
Whereupon a Gentleman came in, and decla- 
red, That Vanini had often denied the Exiftence 
of God, and ridicul’d the Myfteries of the 
Chriftian Faich, in his Prefence. The Prifoner 
being ask’d what Notion he had of the Deiry , 
an{wer'd, That he worfhipp'd One God in a Trini- 
ty ; and that Nature plainly teaches us bis Exiftence : 
And then he took up a Straw, that lay on the 
Floor, and faid, This Straw teaches me that there 
is a God. A Grain of Corn, continued he, 
{prings up from the Ground, grows up infenfi- 
bly into a Stalk, and produces many other 
Grains, Oc. From whence he inferr’d that God 
is the Maker of the World. In Anfwer to 
thofe, who fay that this is a mere Work of Na- 
ture, he proceeded from thac Grain to that 
which did immediately precede it. If Nature 
faid he, produced that Grain ; who produced 
that, which was immediately before ? If it 
did likewife proceed from Nature ; from 
whence did that Grain proceed, out of which 
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it fprung ? Thus he argued, till he came to 


the firft Grain; which, faid he, muft needs 


have been created, fince there is nothing by 
which it could be produced. Afterwards he 
alledg’d feveral Arguments to prove , that Na- 
ture cannot create any thing : From whence 
he drew this Conclufion , Therefore God is the 
Creator of all things. 

Thus Vanini, far from dying a Martyr for 
Atheifm , as “tis commonly believed, ufed the 
beft Arguments he could think of , to convince 
his Judges that he was fully perfuaded of the 
Exiftence of God. Befides, whilft he was a 
Prifoner, he conftantly received the Sacraments, 
and behaved himfelf like a good Catholick, to 
fave his Life. When he was apprehended, 
they found in his Chamber a large Toad fhut 
up ina Cryftal-Veffel full of Water: Which 
raifed a Sufpicion that he was a Poifoner. Be. 
ing ask’d what he defign’d to do with it; he 
anfwerd, that a Toad melted by the Fire, was 
a good Remedy for feveral Diftempers. 

Vanini’s Trial lafted Half a Year. At laff, 
the Parliament finding the Evidence very plain 
againft him, condemned him co be burnce alive, 
Their Sentence was executed on the fame day 
it was pronounced. Vanini was immediately 
carry ’d to the Place of Execution, being at- 
tended by a Monk. ‘The dreadful Image of 
Death fill’d his Mind with Horror: Every 
Word he fpoke, fhow'’d the Anguifh he was in, 
tho’ he cry’d out now and then, that he died 
like a Philofopher. Having utter’d fome Blaf. 
phemies, and ridiculed the Monk, who endea- 
vourd to convert him, he died in the moft 
violent Tranfport of Fury and Defpair. Be- 
fore the Wood-Pile was fet on Fire, hisTongue 
was cut off; and after his Body had been con- 
fumed by the Flames, the Afhes were thrown 
into the Air. 

This Account of Vanini’s Tryal is to be found 
in the Hiftory of Gabriel Bartholomew Gramond, 
Prefident of the Parliament of Touloufe, who 
faw him in his Confinement , and at the Place 
of Execution, and who knew him before he 
was apprehended. That Hiltory was publifh’d 
at Toulowfe, in Folio, in the Year 1643. with 
this Title , Hiftoriarum Gallie ab exceflu Henvrici 
IV, Libri XV'TU. It has been reprinted fince at 
Amfterdam in 8vo. in 16§3. and at Franc ty 
1673, 8vo. We fhall fer dawn the whole fit 
fage of that Author in his own Words , from 
the Amfterdam Edition, Lib. 3. pag. 209. & feqq. 
to undeceive thofe, who believe chat Vanini 
died a Martyr for Atheifm, ‘‘ How comes it 
_, €0 pals, fays a modern Writer, thae he did 

not deceive his Judges; and rather chofe to 
fuffer the moft violent Death, than make 
a Retractation, which, according to his 
Principles, could not be prejudicial co him 
in another World ? Why did he noe pretend 
to be cured of his impious Notions , fince 
he did nae believe that God forbids Hypo- 
crily?” °Tis obfervable , that this Author, 
who feldom mentions any Marter of Fad 
withour quoting an Authority for it, cites no 
body upon this Occafien: He went upon the 
common 
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common Report. The pretended Heroifm of 
Vanini, is one of thofe Things that have been 
rafthly afferted, even by fome accurate Wri- 
ters. Here follows the Paflage of Prefident 
Gramond.

Here are fome of M. Gryphius’s Obfervations. 1. Lu- 
cas deLinda, in his Deferiptio Orbis CG omnium Rerumpub- 
Licarum, plunder’d a French Writer, who publifh’d a Bock 
entitl’d , Eftats, Empires, Royaumes, © Principautex du 
Monde, with thefe four Letters, D-7. V. Y. for his Name. 
That French Book was tranflated into Latin by John Lewis 
Gorhofredus, with this Title, Archontologia Cofmica. 2. 
George Hornius compofed his Books carelefly with a Pipe in 
his Mouth, and writ down whatever came into his Mind. 
3. The Continuation of Thuanus’s Hiltory, printed with 
that excellent Work at Francfort in 1628. is unworthy of 
Thuanus’s Name. 4. The firft Editions of Londorpius’s 
A&a Publica, printed in 1621. & feqg. are much better 
than the Jaft, wherein many Things have been left out. 
5. The Epitome Rerum Germanicarum ab Anno 1617. ad 
1643. geflarum, is written with great Judgment and Free- 
dom. Pappus, Canon of Conftance, is commonly thought 
to be the Author of it. 6. M.Gryphius {peaks at large of 
a very {carce Book of Gabriel Naudé, entitled , Le M+/cu- 
rat, ou de towt ce qui a été imprimeé contre le Cardinal Mazarin. 
That Book was printed at Paris in the Year 1650. in qto. 
without the Author’s Name. *Tis thought there are but 
Two Copies in Germany ; one of which is in the Library 
of the Duke of Saxe-Weimar.

M Juncker has publifh’d in the German Language an 
« Account of the Publick Library belonging ro 
the College of this City. That Library does not contain 
abeve 545 Volumes; but fome of them are very f{carce 
and valuable. Such are, I. A Latin Bible in Folio, with 
a Concordance of the Gofpels, and an Interpretation of 
the Hebrew Names; printed at Nuremberg in 1478. The 
Chapters are not divided into Verfes. The Editor calls 
the Pfalms Soliloguia. If. A Latin Pfalter in Folio, with 
the Songs of the Prophets, publifh’d at Menrz in 149>. 
The Letters are red and black , and as freth as if they 
had been newly printed. The firft Letter of each Pfalm 
is very large, and adorn’d with feveral Flourifhes. There 
are Mufick Notes in the firft Lines of thofe Pfalms. The 
following Words are to be found at the End: Prafens 
Pfalmorum codex vetuffate capitalium decoratus rubri« 
cationibufque ac motu fufficienter diftin&us , adinventione 
artificiefa imprimendi ac carafberizandi : abfque ull 
calami exaratione in nobili civitate Moguntina hujus artis 
imventrice climatriceque prima fic cfigiatus , © ad lau- 
dem Dei ac homorem fantti Benedilli per Petrum Schiefir de 
Gernjfbeim eft confammatus.

The Serpent 
is to be feen in the I[Id Chapter of Genefis with a Woman's 
Face: The Terreftrial Paradife is furrounded with Walls 
and Towers ; There are two Sirenes near the Ark of Nogs - 
Abraham holds a very long Sword under his Arm near a 
Wind-mill built upon a Hill : And thofe, who carry 7,4. 
cob to his Grave, are reprefented in Monkly Habits. The 
Paflage of the firft Epiftle of St. ohn , Chap. V, 
not to be found in the laft Bible revifed by Luther and 
printed at Wittemberg in 1544. may be feen in this Editi.
